Three or Four Months Will Be Re- 
quired To Prepare Specifica- 
tions and Drawings. 


Washington, D. C., June 20.—(Special.)— 
Brunswick’s new public puilding is to be 
constructed on the duBignon site, bounded 
by Gloucester, Reynolds and Union streets. 
The secretary of the treasury today ap- 
proved the selection of the site made by a 
special agent of the departmnt who recently 
visite@ Brunswick and made a personal 
inspection of the various sites proposed and 
for which bids were offered. The site chosen 
will cost the government $5,250, and the work 
will be commenced as soon as the usual 
details, in connection with the legal trans- 
fer of the property to the government are 
completed. 

When the government 
title to the property, the supervising archi- 
tect will at once begin the preparation of 
the plans and drawings for the bullding. 
It will take from three to four months to 
prepare the specifications and drawings, so 
that the actual constructipn will hardly 
begin before the latter part of next winter 
or early in the following spring. Represen- 
tative Brantley, through whose personal 
efforts the bill for the Brunswick building 
was passed, is in constant communication 
with the officials of the treasury denart- 
ment and he will endeavor to have the 
work expedited as rapidly as circumstances 
will permit. 

There is a hitch in the proposition to en- 
large the public building at Macon, for 
whieh an appropriation was made by the 
last congress. The agent of the treasury 
department who visited Macon reports that 
the people of Macon desired the building 
exten@ed in a certain direction, but their 
request does not meet the approval of the 
department. Senator Bacon and Representa- 
tive Bartlett, who are specially interested 
in the improvement of the Macon building, 
have been communicated with, and pending 
their reply the case is held up, 

The treasury officials claim that it is not 
practical to make the extension on the 
lines proposed by the interested parties in 
Macon. 
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ATLANTA LIKES STRAIGHT WORK 


Competition May Be Carried on in a 
Wrong Manner. 

‘New York, Juné 20.—(Special.)—Today’s 
Commercial says that Atlanta, Nashville, 
Memphis and other cities In the southern 
territory have recently lost trade because 
of certain Louisville wholesalers surrepti- 
tiously mixing thelr goods in carload ship- 
ments, thereby giving to the buyer the 
Lenefit of a lower classsification on many 
classes of goods, particularly hardware, 
paints, olls and rugs. 

It is alleged that within ninety days six 
care were shipped to points on the Kan- 
sas City, Fort Scott and Memphis that 
were supposed to be loaded entirely with 
nails, but really contained many kinds of 
hardware. 

The railroad company discovered the 
fraud, sidetracked the cars and raised the 
rates to the proper basis. The consignees 
paid the difference and charged the amount 
back to the consigners. 

The statement is made that unless the 
fraudulent practice is stopped immediately 
it will make serious inroads into the busi- 
ness in Atlanta and other cities in compe- 
tition with the Kentucky shippers.

He said that freight rates from Georgla 
to New York were about twice what they 
are from New York to Georgia. The large 
cities were evidently betng built up at the 
expense of the country. Even the water- 
melon crop was unfavorable. ‘“‘We have 
found that in shipping melons we pay the 
freight,’’ he said.

FOREIGNERS FLOCK TO RENNES.

Paris, June 2.—The ayproaching arrival 
of ‘Dreyfus at Rennes is causing an influx 
of foreigners there. The hotels are be- 
sieged rmwith applicants for rooms, which 
command immense prices. ‘ 

The arrangements for the conveyance of 
the prisoner from (Brest have been made 
with the greatest care and it is believed 
there {is no danger of demonstrations. 
Dreyfus is expected to reach Bres: early 
in “the morning and precautions have been 
taken to prevent anybody from seeing him 
either at Brest or Rennes. 

The Figaro today says it understands 
Dreyfus will arrive at Rennes on June 
30th and that he will be landed elsewhere 
than at Brest. 

The courthouse at Rennes adjoins the 
prison. Dreyfus will be brought into court 
through a specially constructed floor. It 
is proposed to fix a screen in front of the 
window of his cell so as to prevent him 
communicating with the houses opposite. 

The dossier of the case has already ar- 
rived at Rennes, and been deposited in the 
safe of the Credit Licennas under sentry 


guard.

Disturbances Continue All Day and 
an Effort Was Made To Get at 
Non-Union Men. es 


| Cleveland, O., June 20.—While the pros- 


pects for a settlement of the strike of the 
street railway men are brighter tonight 
than they have been at any time since the 
trouble began, there has been more serious 
rioting today than at any previous time. 

The disturbances began early in the morn- 
ing, continued throughout the day and to- 
night a big. mob surrounds the south side 
barns of the big COnsoliuated company, de- 
termined to get at the non-union men who 
ave housed there. While the sympathizers 
of the strikers were hurling bricks and 
stones at non-union motormen and con- 
ductors a special committee of city council 
was trying to get the representatives. of 
the strikers and the officers of the com- 
pany together and it succeeded to the ex- 
tent of inducing both sides to submit propo- 
sitions in writing. 

The strikers’ proposition abandons the 
demand for the recognition of the union, 
but asks that all the old men be taken back 
save those who may be convicted in court 
of destroying property. 

There were two incipient riots late this 
afternoon. At Central and Williams ave- 
nues a crowd of 2,000 persons obstructed 
two cars and threw bricks and stones 
through the windows. A non-union mo- 
torman, Charles Jones, was hit with a brick 
and badly injured. 

Later a car on the south side line was at- 
tacked near Brighton and the motorman 
and conductor were chased into the woods 
by a mob. No arrests were made in either 
case. When the mob of 5,000 people this 
evening made a determined effort to get at 
the non-union men who are in the Holmden 
avenue barns, there were twenty police- 
men at the barns, but they were power- 
less. Fences were torn down and the crowd 
broke into the barns. 

In the meantime the non-union men had 
escaped and the rioters contented them- 
selves with smashing a few of the cars. 
By that time several wagon loads of polics 
had arrived and the mob dispersed. At 
another place the south side switches were 
torn up and the track blockaded. 

Four hundred employees of the Cleveland 
Foundry company struck late this afternoon 
because the company refused to discharge 
a man who had ridden on a big consolidated 
car. 


AKRON LINES ARE LYING IDLE. 


Cars in the Ohio City Were Stopped by 
Strikers Yesterday. 

Akron, O., June 26.—Not a car is running 
on the Akron and Cuyahoga Rapid Transit 
lines today. When the general officers 
reached the offices today they found all 
power shut off and the cars in the barns. 
Some time ago there was a disagreeemnt 
as to wages and the matter was referred 
to arbitration. 

®@he report, which was submitted last 
night, included a clause providing for ar- 
bitration in the future and this the com- 
pany refused to accept. The men held an 
all-night meeting and then decided to go 
out on a strike. No effort was made to 
run cars today. A conference is to be 
held this evening between the employees 
and the company.

short time so as not to arrive in home wat- 
ers until the new ministry is installed. 

Should M. “Bourgeoise accept the task of 
forming a ministry, !t is thought his 
chances of success would be fairly good. 
His prestige has been much increased by 
the part he has played in the deliberations 
of the peace conference at The Hague, 
where he is believed to have won the grat- 
itude of Emperor Nicholas by his tact 
and zeal in behalf of arbitration, 

The latest gossip favors a combination 
cabinet, including MM. Bourgeoise, Bris- 
son, Poincaire and Waldeck-Rosseau, but 
nothing will be known until M. Bourgeoise 
arrives. 

M. Waldeck-Rosseau, discussing his fail- 
ure, is reported to have said: 

“IT met with the utmost friendliness and 
straightforwardness from my former ad- 
versaries, but found only treason and 
cowardice among my old allies.” 


FAILURE AWAITS CONFERENCE. 


Efforts of Delegates Will Be Nominal- 
ly Redeemed from Failure. 

‘Washington, June %.—Private advices 
received here from a high authority are to 
the effect that the conference at The Hague 
probably will be redeemed nominally from 
failure through an agreement on an arbi- 
tration project that will satisfy the ap- 
parentiy general demand on that point, Dut 
which, at the same time, by carefully 
framed safeguards, will so narrow the field 
of matters that may or must go before the 
arbitration tribuna}]-as to make it little 
more than anbitration in name. 

The attitude of Germany its sald to be 
only a little in advance of that of some of 
the other powers after all, in opposition to 
the plans submitted, and the disaffection 
is more general than appears on the gur- 
face. 

‘As for the other projects that were 
especially desired by the Americans, such 
as protection of individual property ¢rom 
Seizure at sea, they have all been irre- 
deemably lost according to this report.

Brussels Committee’s Report Amend- 
ed Somewhat.

CHICAGO POSTOFFICE ROBBED. 


Boldest Scheme on Record at the Office

of the largest and boldest mail robberies 
in the history of the Chicago postoffice was 
detected today and the arrests of Walter 
Porter and John Newman, drivers of mail 
wagons, followed.

“United States Ship New York, Boston, 
Mass., June 19.—Sir: In obedience to the 
orders of the secretary of the navy I have 
the honor to make the following report of 
an examination of Lieutenant Commander 
Heilner with respect to his knowledge of a 
conversation reported to have occurred he- 
tween Rear Admiral Schiey and Lieuten- 
ant Commander Hodgson during the action 
of July 3, 1898.

He cer- 
tainly said: ‘We are near enough to them 
now and also ‘damn the Texas; let her 
look out for herself.’ 

“He repeated this conversation to me at 
least three times during the sessions of the 
board, because every time a discussion 
arouse I recurred to the position given by 
him which I did not think correct. [ 
Placed no dependence on any observation 
iby stadimeter or sextant during gun fire.

I couid not get a single observation of the 
Stadimeter on which I could place any 
confidence, though I was using two stadi- 
meters and had a man in the’ conning 
tower with cleaning material, whose only 
duty was to try to keep the glasses clean.

CONTRACTOR'S CLAIMS ARE TURNED DOWN 
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Government Files Counter Claim to 
That of Contractors and They 
May Not Be Satisfied. 
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Washington, June 20.—Attorney General 
Griggs was asked by a Post reporter today 
when some decision might be expected in 
the case of Captain Carter, convicted by 
courtmartial for frauds in connection with 
the Savannah harbor project. 

“Tt will be impossible to answer that 
question categorically,’ was the reply. 
“The case involves an immense amount of 
testimony and argument, and ever since 
the adjournment of congress I have been 
giving it every moment of my spare time, 
I have taken the papers with me to my 
home and even on railroad cars at. night 
when I ought to be asleep, I have been 
engaged upon them. ‘The president has 
given me the very responsible task of de- 
termining whether or not Captain Carter 
has been justly or unjustly dealt with, and 
I propose to make a thorough inquiry. I 
can, therefore, only report progress, al- 
though this does not seem to satisfy the 
newspapers that are clamoring for an 1Im- 
mediate decision. The supreme court fre- 
quently takes months, not to say years, in 
deciding a question, and no criticism is 
made of its delay.” 

“But-it is said that in this case the 
statute of limitations will apply if no ac- 
tion is taken by next month?” 

“That is not true,’ was the answer. 
conspiracy to defraud the govern- 
ment, if there was a conspiracy, began in 
July, August or September, 1896. Under 
the law, however, each continuing act is a 
part of a conspiracy and overt acts oc- 
curred up to August or September, 1897. 
Consequently, another year must elapse be- 
fore the statute of limitations can be suc- 
cessfully pleaded.

Candidates for the House and Senate 
May Hnve To Declare Their Po- 
sition on Whisky. 


Bacon, Ga., June 2.—(Special.)—By the 
gotation system, it will be Bibb county's 
time to name the state senator next year 
from this, the twenty-second, senatorial 
district. The district is composed of the 
counties of Bibb, Monroe and Pike. 

It has always been the custom for each 
county, {n its turn, to select a senator for 
the democratic nomination and the other 
gounties of the district have ratified the 
gelection or nomination by common con- 
gent in a district convention. 

There is a rumor to the effect that the 
prohibitionists will make an effort to have 
gli the counties of the district nominate 
ga senator by a white democratic primary— 
that is, only Bibb county will put forward 
candidates, Dut the white democrats of 
Bibb, Monroe and Pike will vote on the 
game day by primary ballot for a nominee. 
The prohibitionists claim that the entire 
district should have a vvice in saying who 
ghali be the senator. They declare that a 
majority of the white democratic voters of 
the twenty-second senatorial district are 
prohibitionists, and if a white district pri- 
mary is held a democrat who favors prohi- 
bition will be elected. 

It is believed 
would rather see a prohibition senator 
from the Macon district than from any 
other district in the state. It is said that 
even -if a district primary is not held the 
prohibitionists will make the fight in Bibb 
and seek to nominate a prohibitionist as 
Bibb’s choice for senator. If the lines are 
drawn between the prohibitionists and 
anti-prohibitionists it is not known who 
wil] be the candidates for senator on the 
two sides. 

It is further said that the race next 
year in Bibb for representatives to the 
Jegisiature will be made on temperance is- 
sues. It will be the plan and policy of the 
prohibitionists, so it is reported, to have 
each and every candidate declare himself 
either for or against prohibition and how 
he will vote in the legislature in the event 
of his election. All the signs indicate that 
the prohibitionists will make an active fight 
in Bibb next year for a senator and three 
representatives. 

It is generally understood that since the

Macon Evenjng News that paper will openly 
and zealously advocate prohibition when- 
ever it is necessary to discuss the issue.

To the student of Physiography a lake is 
a depression filled with more or Jess stag- 
nant water. To the bidlogist a jake is a 
Kittle world, in which, if i could be per- 
manently separated from, the rest of the 
World by a glass globe, the interaction of 
the contained organisms would maintain a 
Constant equilibrium. To the poet and na'- 
uralist a lake is the source of a never-end- 
ing delight and inspiration. <A creature 
whose changing moods are as attractive 
surrounded by lowland marshes as if wall- 
ed in by the snowy peaks of a Sierra Ne- 
vada. 

A glare at a good outline map of the 
United States will show that lakes are not 
uniformly distributed, but are grouped 
Within well-defined areas. We find that 
there are a large number of lakes in Flor- 
ida; thousands upon thousands distributed 


in the northern United States and Canada;’ 


in this area are the largest bodies of fresh 
Water on the globe, and a large number 
in the Sierra Nevada and in the Rocky 
mountain districts. The remainder of the 
country, from the southern boundary of 
Georgia to the northern boundary of Penn- 


Wbrium has been disturbed and during 
times of floods the debris from the head- 
Waters is deposited along the margins of 
the main stream. In this way the lower 
course of these tr butaries have become 
converjed Into lakes. 

The color of a lake depends on its depth, 
the nature of its bottom and the sub- 
stances contained in its water. The shal- 
low lakes of the north vary from apple 
green, a tinge that is imparted by many 
minute plants floating in the water, to the 
color of weak tea, caused by the dis- 
sOlvead subsiances of vegetable origin ex- 
tracted from leaves, peaity matter, etc. An 
Object can rarely be seen over ten feet 
below the surface in ene of these lakes. 
The deeper lakes are of various shades of 
blue. Lake Tahoe is tntensely blue, while 
in many of its shallower bays the water 
is a beautiful emerald green. In clearness 
it is exeeeded only by some limestone 
springs of Florida. An ordinary plate can 
be seen 100 feet below the surface. Minute 
partidies suspended in clear water reflect 
only the blue of the spectrum. A clear 
lake will therefore appear blue, and the 
splendor of thie color wid vary directly 
with the depth of the lake, the purity of 
the water and the smaliness ofthe particles 
suspended in iit. The green of the margins 
of lakes such as Tahoe is due to the min- 
gling of the blue with the yellowtsh-or- 
ange kght, which alone passes through 
the water and ts reflected from the bot- 
tam wherever the water is shallow enough 
to allow these yellow rays to reach the 
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sylyania, west to the Rockies is practl- 
cally free from lakes. 

These four groups of lakes are due to 
four different methods of lake formation. 
Florida has but recently risen out of the 
ocean and the original inequalities in the 
ocean bottom have not yet been mod fied 
to any extent. The old depressions in 
the floor of tthe ocean are still preserved 
in the lakes. The second group is due to 
giacial action. All of the area in which 
these lakes are found was, uml recently, 
covered with ice moving in a general way 
from north to south. In places the sce 
gouged deep grooves into the underlying 
rock. As the glacier retreaed the groove 
became filied with water. Lake Cayuga, 
in New York, and at least some of the 
great lakes owe thelr origin to this plan- 
ing or gouging of the glacier. The rocky 
debrig gouged out in this way, the 
shavings of the great gtacial peane were 
carried long distances by the’ ice and 
finaly dumped in an irregular fashion, 
leaving littie hills and shallow depressions 
which filled with water to form the largest 
part of the smal! lakes of the north. Some- 
times a huge block of -ice would break 
off from the edge of the glacier and become 
covered with rocky debris; after the gla- 
cler had finally disappeared whis buried ice 
would gradually melt, a.iowing the debris 
covering it to settle down, forming a sym- 
metrical depression. All of the lakes of 
this type are comparatively young, perhaps 
not more than 10,000 years old, 

The third group of lakes, those in the 
mountains, is uhe result of a variety of 
causes. Crater lake, in Oregon, which is 
the deepest lake (about 2,000 feet) in North 
America, is a body of water occupying the 
depression att the top of an did volcano, the 
original top of which is supposed to have 
sunk with the withdrawal of the lava 
through a lower channel. Lake Tahoe, the 
gem of the Americas, and the second in 
depth, is an old valley which hag become 
dammed up by a flow of lava. Lake Titi- 
eaca is an old arm of the sea that has 
been elevated until it is now over 12,000 
feet above the sea level. Some of the large 
lakes in Switzerland are said to be the old 
valleys of the streams still flowing through 
them. The heavy weight of the mountains 
accumuitated within a narrow area by the 
elevation of this part of the globe caused a 


surface. The shade of the green is de- 
termined by the nature of the bottom and 
the depth of the water. 

An ideal cut across a lake wiil show a 
slowly descending area near the margin of 
the lake, the lake terrace and a central, 
deeper area. It is evident that the cond:- 
tions of existence within such a lake can- 
not be uniform. There are, in fact, three 
well-defined areas, each with its animals 
peculiar to its region. 

The l}fttoral region skirts the shores and 
does not reach beyond the fifteen-foot iine. 
The bottom is on sand, gravel or skime. In 
this area the temperature is nearly uni-

Caivemees the majority of the American 
lakes in-the Sierra Nevadas were un- 
dbubtedly formed by the aciton of local 
sting atteer side of the lower Miss'!ssipp 
is a series of bayous or lakes which are 
jafgély old channels of the father of wa- 
ters that have been left by short cutt ing 
of the river across its bends. . The tributa- 
ries of the Red river end in elongated 
lakes that owe their origin to a peeuar 
cause. The headwaters of the Red river 
are now bringing down a sediment more 
rapidly than formerly and more rapidly 
than ite lower tributaries. The old equi- 
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conditions in different parts of this region 
are very different. At the surface there is 
little pressure and great fluctuations in 
temyperaiture with the seasons, and of light 
from day to night. As we go deeper the 
pressure increases and the conditions be- 
come more uniform. The animals inhabit- 
ing this region, the pelagic, are few in 
kind, but many in numbers. The pelagic 
animals in different lakes agree much 
more closelly than the animais of the other 
regions. 

The abysmal region incudes the bottom 
area in all the deeper parts. Here the con- 
ditions are more uniform from season to 
season and from day to night. The bot- 
tom is of inpaipaibiy fine slime. In very 
deep lakes the temperature and light are 
the same and there is constant 
great pressure. Not one of the Ameri- 
can lakes has been thvroughly explored, 
s0 we do not know what these different 
regions wilt yield. In Lake Geneva over 
one hundred different species are found in 
the absymal region. Al] these are origt- 
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Cases but a small per cent of the total 
amount of water present is changed annu- 
ally and it would require the addition of 
an enormous mass of any one ingredient 
to effect but a sligtt per cent of change. 
Every paii of water thrown inté Turkey 
lake. would remain in the lake on‘an aver- 
age six years. Those things are strictly 
true only of a laké with an outlet other 
than by evaporation, but even in the iat- 
ter cases, as in Salt lake, for instance, 
the per cent of salt added from year to 
year is but slight. The income annually 
from the atmosphere, inflow, rain disinte- 
gration of shore rocKs and dust, birds and 
insects blown into the lake is balanced by 
the expenditures in the way of evaporation, 
tif outiet, dead animals thrown ashore, 
insects which leave the lake, living in it 
during their larval stages, and fishes taken 
out by man. 

Changes are produced in the bottom 
and shores of the lake which. ultimately 
tend to its death. As soon as the water 
in a new-born lake has reached the brink 
of its bank dt begins to pour over the edge. 
The channel thus started deapens gradu- 
aily until this cause alone would ultimately 
cause the draining of many jakes. Sediment 
js carried into the lake by the iniets. This 
is chiefly deposited over the mouths of the 
stream, forming deltas, but the finer parts 
are deposited even in the remote parts of 
the lake. In the deeper parts of lakes 
there is a continuous rain of th minute 
silicious and calcareous shells of organ- 
isms, which form a soft ooze, helping to 
fil the lake. Plants encroach on the mar- 
gins of a jake, Chara, pickerel weed, etc., 
form the vanguard; these are followed by 
white water lilies, yellow water lilies, cat- 
tails, rushes, reeds and finally willows. 
The exuberance of plant growth which 
heyps to obMterate may also work to pro- 
long its life by clogging the outlet. The 
shores of ,akes where waves dash are 
broken down and eroded particles dropped 
wong the margin of the lake tend to form 
terraces’ The freezing, followed by alter- 
nate thawing, may cause the ice to push 
up ridges of terrace material to form ice 
beaches, wiilch may reach many feet in 
height. Ultimately the lake will be reduced 
to the size of the stream flawing through 
it, or, if the lake is smal], wtthout defi- 
nite inlet or outlet, the encroachment of 
various plants may form a complete quak- 
ing cover over the lake, while water will 
remain beneath for many years. This 
will become marsh and ultimately dry 
land.

Mr. Bates was well known and belonged 
to a prominent family in this county. He 
figured extensively in politics a few years 
back, and made a strong.race for the leg- 
islature, He was a highly educated man 
and efficient trader.

SWEAT HEARS DEATH SENTENCE | 


O’Neal’s Slayer Will Hang Unless Par- 
doning Board Saves Him. 

Savannah, Ga,, June 20.—(Special.)—Unless 
the state pardoning board or providence in- 
tervenes, Harry Sweat will be hanged in 
private in the Chatham county jail on 
Friday, July 28, 1899. The young man wae 
resentenced this morning in the superior 
courtroom by Judge Falligant. A large 
crowd was present when Judge Falligant 
passed sentence in the usual solemn man- 
ner. When Sweat walked into the court- 
room a deathlike stillness prevailed. He 
was neatly dressed and listened attentively 
while Judge Falligant pronounced the 
words which meant so much to him, 

“Have you anything to say why the sen- 
tence of death should not be passed on 
you?” asked Judge Falligant in the cus- 
tomary manner. 

“I am not guilty and was convicted on 
perjured testimony,’’ answered the young 
man firmly. 

Judge Falligant then sentenced him to be 
hanged on Friday, July 28th. Sweat, who 
is a young white man, was convicted in the 
superior court of the murder of Patrick 
O'Neal and was sentenced to be hanged. 
An appeal was made for a new trial, which 
was refused by Jud@e Falligant. The case 
was then taken to the supreme court and a 
temporary respite was granted the con- 
demned man. The higher court upheld 
Judge Falligant in his refusal to grant a 
new trial and the remittitur was filed yes- 
terday. 

Ikvery effort is being made by Sweat’s 
friends and his attorneys to have the par- 
doning board reduce the sentence fron 
hanging to life imprisonment, Petitions 
asking for clemency for the young man 
have been circulated and signed in Savan- 
nah. The case will be taken before the 
board and thoroughly reviewed. The friends 
of the young man realize that this is his 
sole chance now.

“patch is now current in the newspapers: 


IMPORTATION OF 
NEGROES STOPPED 
“Striking Miners Stop Operators from 
Bringing Them In—Say They 
Are Criminals. 

Pittsburg, Kas., June 18—The striking 
Wnion coal miners appear to thave tem- 
porarfiy stopped the inmmportation of south- 
efn negroes by the mine operators. The 
hearing of the injunction @ases brought by 
the strikers to prevent the importation of 
miners from other states has been post- 
poned until June 26th. The miners set up 
that the negroes are criminals and affected 
with contagious diseases and that their 
coming would be a menace to the health 
of the community and the good order of 
the public. 

It will be remembered that when a 
number of Alabama negroes left their 
Dative state, where it was to be presumed 
‘they had been ill treated, in order to 
seek employment in the republican state 
which gave Abraham Lincoln to the 
union, that they were met by shotguns 
and the charge that they were all crim- 
inals in order to justify the massacre 
which followed. People who were pro- 
fuse of sympathy for the negro at a dis- 
tance were ready to murder him when 
»he made his appearance in search of 
honest work in their midst, to which 
fact the prayerful attention of The 
Chicago Tribune is hereby directed. 

In the news item quoted above it will 
be seen that the excuse under which ne- 
groes are refused a free passage through 
&@ republican community, as well as an 
opportunity to earn an honest livelihood, 
Was based upon the fictitious charge that 
“they are all criminals, and that “their 
coming would be a menace to the health 
of the community and the good order of 
ithe public.”’ 

How strange it is that people who, in 
‘their southern homes, are such para- 
mons of excellence that wild-eyed ora- 
‘tors from Boston to Kansas City and 
back again enter upon a crusade for their 
rights, become, when they attempt to go 
to Kansas, Illinois or Massachusetts, 
“criminals of such a degraded type that 
Ithese same people join in the moral 
quarantine against them. It may be 
‘that in course of time such negroes as 
shave been deluded into the belief that 
they have real friends in the northern 
‘states will awake to the discovery 
that this friendship is nothing but froth 
rand that it is only among their old 
‘friends that they can find a chance to 
earn a livelihood. 


The Duke Will Resign. 

It is officially stated that the duke of 
Saxe-Coburg and Gotha will abdicate dur- 
ing the present year, preferring his po- 
sition as an English prince to the duchy 
of the little German province whence 
his father came. 

Ever since the day that the young 
Queen Victoria signified her intention of 
giving her hand to the then Prince Al- 
bert of Saxe-Coburg and Gotha, the little 
German princelings have had a good 
time at the charge of the English ex- 
chequer. The young queen proved to 
be fruitful and her children were in 
turn equally prolific; all of which made 
it necessary to seek royal alliances 
among the favored Teutonic families. 
Every such marriage meant an addition- 
al charge of from $30,000 to $100,000 to 
the British exchequer. 

If was a severe test of loyalty: but, 
as is well known, notwithstanding the 
claim that England has a free govern- 
ment, the common people have but very 
little voice in such matters. Besides 
the $3,090,000 which goes to the queen’s 
private account, her children, grandchil- 
dren and great grandchildren are al! 
quartered at the expense of the British 
people, and it has been long known that 
the storm which was to break out in 
consequence of this was only awaiting a 
change of rulers when Albert Edward 
would take the place of Queen Victoria. 

The little throne which Prince Albert 
brought into the English royal family 

had to be filled by one of the queen’s 
children; and for this purpose her sec- 
ond son, the duke of Edinburgh, was se- 
lected. This distinguished gentleman 
has been trying the confined limits of 
his duchy for a few years and has 
grown weary of it. He now wishes to 
retire, and this throws upon the queen 
the duty of naming another of her for- 
tunate sons to take the place. It tran- 
Spires, however, that all of these sons 
are sO well provided for with direct and 
indirect salaries at home, that they do 


not want to exile themselves to the Ger-

that Emperor William may step in and 
demand that the throne be filled by 
some one who is willing to assume the 
full character of a German, rather than 
retain the role of being a mere Eng- 
lish pensioner. 

The duke of Connaught, who is the 
queen’s third living son, is the one now 
under discussion for the place; but there 
are many reasons to think that he 
will never reach it. 
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Pursuing the Chinaman. 

It seems that our city officials have 
discovered that the Chinese in our midst 
are of the regulation brand, elusive and 
mild-mannered, and as ready to take a 
new name as they are to turn out a new 
supply of laundry. 

It is no wonder that the officers experi- 
ence difficuity in locating Wash Lee or 
Lee Wash, or Ling Sing from Sing Ling. 
Their faces and forms are as elusive aS 
their names, rendering it a problem 
whether you have got the right man or 
not. 

At present we have not enough of 
these sly citizens in our midst to cause 
anything more than amusement; but we 
have enough to give.us some indication 
of the trouble which the officials of San 
Francisco must experience when they 
serve a subpoena upon one simple-look- 
ing citizen, to find that immediately af- 
terwards in the crowd of his countrymen 
they cannot pick him out. 

The negro has the habit of changing 
his name in the same way, and it re- 
quires very often an expert to distin- 
guish the man wanted from his com- 
panions; but they have not the clever- 
ness of our Mongolian fellow citizens, 
and are, therefore, more frequently 
caught and get the worse of the bargain. 
In the meantime our tax collectors are 
busily engaged in looking wp the sons of 
Confucius who dart in and out of little 
holes in the wall] and side alleys. They 
will have a good deal of fun, if not much 
profit, and in the end the sly Chinese 
will hold his own. 
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How Long Will It LastP 

The Constitution must ask again how 
long will the military trifling with the 
Filipinos last? 

The attack upon the Fourth infantry 
by natives who were supposed to be 
friendly proves that the time has come 
for energetic action. These people have 
plainly shown their purpose to resist 
American authority, and if such authori- 
ty is to be enforced, then it becomes a 
duty to our soldiers who are already 
there to see that they are properly re- 
enforced and that the war is brought 
to a swift and sure conclusion. 

In an affair in which the honor of the 
American name ifs concerned, there can 
be neither discussion nor partisanship, 
and it is just as well to say that neither 
should there be hesitation ds to what 
should be done. For over a year the 
Americans have been under fire in the 
Philippines, and it is difficult at this day 
to see what they have accomplished. 
They stillhold Manila andits suburbs; 
but so far as the rest of the country is 
concerned, they are as much strangers 
to it today as they were one vear ago. 

The people have grown tired of read- 
ing of faint-hearted attacks upon public 
enemies, and of the slow death which 
the American army in Manila is dying. 
We owe it to ourselves to adopt more en- 
ergetic measures and to put an end to 
the distressful condition as soon as pos- 
sible. We have dilly-dallied already too 
long.

The Teachers of Georgia. 

The twenty-third convention of the 
teachers of Georgia will assemble at 
Warm Springs next week. 

The teachers deserve the vacation 
which they are now enjoying, and theif 
annual convention is always an occasion 
of great interest. . The coming together 
of the men and women who have de- 
voted themselves to the lifework of ed- 
ucating the people must find infinite 
profit from the interchange of ideas 
which they are enabled to have at such 
conventions. They also learn to meas- 
ure up the dignity and the importance 
of their calling when they study out 
their numbers and learn the area over 
which their influente extends. 

The teacher, isolated and scattered 
into every militia district of Georgia, is 
apt to feel alone, and to lose apprecia- 
tion of the fact that he is one of a great 
army which ig silently and steadily 
working out the leaven of improvement 
among our people. It is only when 
these people can meet each other in an- 
nual convention that they can under- 
stand the importance of their numbers, 
and the fact that they have associates in 
touch with them all over the country’ 

The Constitu@on congratulates the 
teachers of Georgia upon the steady 
progress of the work in which they are 
engaged. What our people lack in 
money to sustain them, they are making 
up by appreciation and enthusiasm. It 
ig to be hoped that the session at Warm 
Springs will bring pleasure to the people 
as well as benefit to the state. 


The Line of Barbarism. 

One of the most scandalous revelations 
ever made in this country is that which 
has just come to light in Michigan. 

There is in that state an indystrial 
home for girls, the conduct of which has 
lately been under severe criticism. The 
charges against the management were 
of such a character as were hard to be- 
lieve, and it was through a legislative 
examination that the facts were fully 
brought out. The result is a report to 
the legislature in which the committee 
finds that all the charges made were 
true, and recommends that the governor 
remove from the board of guardians Mr. 
A. 'M. Bliss and Mr. C. P. Smith, who 
were members of the board when the 
cruel treatment was inflicted. As an ad- 
ditional remedy against a repetition of 
the offenses charged, it was recom- 
mended that two women not over fifty 
years of age should be appointed to suc- 
ceed the officers named, and that the 
plan of appointing a resident member 
of the board be abandoned for the rea- 
son that “resident members are prone 
to regard public institutions as local in- 
stead of general.” 

The character of the charges which 
have thug been sustained may be best 
judged from the recommendations of the 
board for reorganization, in which it is 
provided that corporal punishment be 
abolished; the total abolition of the 
strong room in the basements of the 
buildings; the abolition of the so-called 
“scarlet letter’ mode of punishment of 
wearing bandages marked “thief,” “liar,” 
ete., or the sealing of the ‘mouth with 
surgeon’s plaster for any offense; the 
abolition of solitary confinement for 
longer periods that two days, and then 
that such confinement be in the in- 
mates’ room, and not in the solitary 
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the use of handcuffs and shackles; a 
change in the rule requirimg silence, ex- 
cept when inmates are in the school 
room, leaving them free to converse at 
other hours; the abolition of the lever 
lockage of all rooms at night from the 
first floor of the building. 

As all of the abuses which are hereby 
barred for the future were of daily oc- 
currence under the old management, it 
will be seen that one would not need to 
go to Russia to find examples of bar- 
»barism. This institution is one intended 
to reform incorrigible girls; but it Is 
doubtful if one of the incorrigibles was 
ever guilty of the criminal inhumanity 
which was enforced upon them by the 
law aS a means of reform. 


War on Female Employees. 

The merchants of the city of Omaha 
are now engaged in a war upon female 
employees. 

This conflict groWs out of the passage 
of a law by the last Nebraska legislature 
for the protection of female employees 
in manufacturing and mercantile estab- 
lishments which made ten hours a day 
labor, and required proprietors to pro- 
vide seats for all female employees. This 
law is to go into effect on the Ist of July. 

In the meantime the employees affect- 
ed are doing all they can to render it 
unpopular and ineffectual. As a part 
of this plan of campaign many of the 
female employees in the big stores and 
factories of Omaha have been notified to 
quit on that date, as men will be em- 
ployed in their places. The proprietor 
of one of the biggest department 
stores has declared that the law will re- 
duce the number of female employees 
about 25 per cent. 

The passage of this law was obtained 
through the efforts of the Confederated 
Woman’s Clubs of Nebraska, and it is 
generally approved. It is held that the 
threat of employers to displace the wo- 
men with men simply proves the truth 
of the charges which have been made 
against® them—that they employed wo- 
men at the lower wages which go to 
women, and yet required them to do 
work which could only be met by mas- 
culine strength. 

The Woman’s Clubs held that if wo- 
men were employed to do men’s work 
they should receive men’s wages; but 
that if, on the contrary. they were not 
to receive such wages, then they should 
receive the difference in a consideration 
of their personal comfort whiich was 
aimed at by the law. 


Obstacles To Reform. 

The reformer, as a general rule, hag a 
hard time to make his intentions known 
and respected by the people whom he 
has undertaken to save. 

Thig is illustrated by a controversy 
which ig now going on in the city of 
Chicago, where Professor E. Benjamin 
Andrews is undergoing scrutiny and op- 
position from those who it was to be 
supposed would have been his strongest 
backers. 

The circumstances of Professor An- 
drews's call to the superintendence of 
the public schyols of the city of Chica- 
go are generally well known. The pro- 
fessor gained public attention from the 
fact that as president of Brown univer- 
sity he was persecuted by the goldbug 
patrons of that institution. While he 
wag thus out of employment there was 
on hand in Chicago a strong movement 
for the purging of the public school sys- 
tem of politics. For a long time ward 
heelers had control of the appointment 
of teachers and the morale of the entire 
system had sadly degenerated. In the 
wave of reform which followed it was 
decided to make a new departure and to 
eall Professor Andrews to the superin- 
tendency. One of his first requisitions 
was that he should have unlimited power 
in the making of rules and the employ- 
ment of teachers: so that for awhile the 
influence of the ward politician seemed 
to be at an end. 

The new superintendent hag just fin- 
ished his first vear of service, and he 
now finds that the six thousand teachers 
of the public schools are actively en- 
gaged in preventing hig reappointment. 
The kernel of this great opposition ig to 
remove the one man power in the 
schools which Professor Andrews has in- 
troduced. The professor's autocratic 
methods both with the school board and 
the teachers have ma@de him many ene- 
mies. ‘The recent resignation of the as- 
sistant superintendent, who was a very 
popular official, was brought about be- 
cause of the way in which that officer 
had been handicapped by Professor An- 
drews, and has aroused a storm of op- 
position against the superintendent 
which has taken form in mass meetings 
of the people held to protest against his 
reappointment. 

Taken altogether, the situation is a 
peculiar one. There is no doubt but 
that corruption, official and otherwise, 
characterized the reign Of the ward heel- 
er; and yet the people ar@ not prepared 
to say that the autocratic rule of one 
man, no matter how pure he may be, is 
to be preferred. The sense of inde- 
pendence goes for a great deal, and no 
community of American people can be 
expected’ to accept the dictum of a secret 
board. or of some individual in a mat- 
ter in which they feel they should have 
some voice themselves.

COLONEL LIVINGSTON 
AND THE SUGAR KING 


Our own: Colonel Livingston proposes to 
have the testimony of Mr. Havemeyer giv- 
en tefore the industrial commission pub- 
lished in full for campaign purposes, if he 
has to bear the entire expense himself. 
Colonel Livingston is a member of that 
commission and has taken an active part 
in all those hearings which have been at- 
tracting the attention of the country. Just 
now the colonel is engaged in an interest- 
ing controversy over the political affilla- 
tions of the sugar king, whose declaration 
that republican tariff legislation is princi- 
pally responsible for the trusts set the teeth 
of this fellow trust kings to gnashing. 


Mr. Havemeyer has been held up by the 
republicans as a model citizen and’ patriot 
up to the time he uttered those words on 
the witness stand before the industrial com- 
mission. Testimony taken in one of the 
sugar trust investigations before a senate 
committee some time ago had developed the 
fact that he and other sugar trust people 
had been very large contributors to the re- 
publican campaign funds of the past, and 
when it was shown that at times they had 
contributed to the fund of the democratic 
party as well, the republicans winked thelr 
eyes and smilingly said their friends, the 
Havemeyers, were foxy. 

Now, however, they are trying to charge 
the sugar king up to the democratic party 
and are claiming that his utterances were 
made for the purpose of furnishing the 
democrats with political capital. Of course, 
this is silly on the face of it, but even if 
true would not at all weaken the force of 
Mr. Havemeyer’s contention. If there is 
one man in America who does know the 
workings and the results of high tariff leg- 
islation, it is Havemeyer, who has, either 
in his own person or through Mr. Gearles 
and his other allies, had most to do with 
making some features of those tariff bills. 

But Congressman Livingston is positive 
that in his statement before the commission 
Mr; Havemeyer declared himself a repub- 
lican. The matter is attracting much at- 
tention in the papers of the east. Colonel 
Livingston asserts that when Mr. Have- 
meyer was on the stand he was asked the 
direct question and replied, ‘I am a repub- 
lican and a high protection republican at 
that." The republican members of the 
commission seem to have forgotten this 
feature of Mr. Havemeyer’s testimony. 


Colonel Livingston ig quoted by The New 
York Journal as saying: 

“When Mr. Havemeyer left the stand on 
Wednesday last he was asked the question 
by Professor Jenks, in my presence, ‘Could 
you have organized the sugar trust under 
any tariff system other than the protective 
System in existence at the time of its 
formation?’ His answer was, ‘No; it could 
not have been formed under any but the 
protective system.” He then remarked that 
it was a peculiar thing that some one had 
not asked that question when he was on the 
stand. Professor Jenks seemed much in- 
terested and asked Mr. Havemeyer if he 
had any objeetion to the question and an- 
swer being included in his sworn testimony 
before the commission. Mr. Havemeyer 
said that he would take the matter under 
consideration. 

“I said in my interview, printed in The 
Journal of Friday, that Mr. Havemeyer 
had stated in his sworn testimony before 
the commission that he was a republican 
and a protectionist. When The Journal ar- 
ticle was read by members of the commis- 
sion on Friday some question was brought 
up as to whether this statement was actu- 
ally made by Mr. Havemeyer.or whether I 
had received a false @€mpression. The 
stenographers of the commission, three in 
number, were requested to consult their 
notes. One of them had Mr, Havemeyer’s 
Statement practically as I gave it to The 
Journal. The other two had no record of 
it whatever. But in view of the corrob- 
Orative evidence, I scarcely think that my 
memory tricked me, especially as several 
others of the commission agree with me 
that Mr. Havemeyer did say that he was a 
member of the republican party and a be- 
liever In the doctrine of protection.”

And then he has the personal popularity 
which makes friendship at Washington and 
which courts so much in the accomplish- 
ment of things. 

Speaking of his health, Colonel Lester 
“The only trouble 1 experience these 
days is with my tongue, and I think it will 
yet make me give up politics.”

“Why, it's this way,”’ rejoined the colonel. 
“You see my tongue insists upon telling 
the truth at all times, and the incon- 
venience of such a failing—well, it should 
be experienced to be appreciated. I don’t 
suppose, though, that would be any novelty 
to you newspaper boys.”

Documents of the Department of Texas 
Have Left Atlanta for the Old 
Headquarters. 

The records of the department of Texas 
for the past thirty years, which were 
brought to this city in (March, 1898, when 
the department of Texas was abolished 
and moved to this city as the department 
of the gulr, are now en route to San An- 
tonio. Three freight cars were required for 

the records. 

It was belleved when first the work of 
packing Degan that it would be possible to 
Store the documents In two freight cars, 
but after blockading the passageways in 
the ‘Austell for several days it was seen 
that more cars would be required and 
three were engaged. It required some ex- 
pert packing to put the papers in three 
cars, 

The records now en ruute to Texas are 
all orders, both special and general, issued 
from the headquarters of the department 
of Texas, all courtmartial papers and 
documents of interest to army officers. 
Great care was required in packing the 
records, as the loss of one paper meant 
the breaking of the chain in the history of 
the department. 

The cars containing the papers left At- 
lanta over the Atlanta and ‘West Point and 
will be transferred at New Orleans ‘o the 
tracks dof the Southern Pacific, which wilt 
fake them to San Antonio. When the de- 
partment of Texas ‘was re-established 
Severa] weeks 4go, with headquarters at 
San Antonio, orders were issued for the 
records to be shipped back and the clerks 
lost no time in performing the duty. . .

THE PASSING THRONG. 


Harry Culver, of Lincoln, Neb., who has 
agreed to ride a ‘bicycle from that city to 
New York in eighty days, arrived in At- 
lanta yesterday afiernoon from Mont- 
gomery. 

He spent the night in the city and was 
off at daybreak to complete the rest of his 
journey. 

The route which Mr. Culver was required 
to take included New Orleans, and from 
thence north to New York, and the total 


| distance is 4,000 miles. Of this distance he 


has covered over three-fourths and ex- 
pects to reach New York fhirty days inside 
the limit. 

iMr. Culver is a college graduate and a 
member of the A. T. O. fraternity. While 
in the city he spent some time with mem- 
bers of fhat fraternity who showed him 
considerable attention. He is an interest- 
ing talker and describes his trip graphi- 
cally: 

“In ‘Lincoln I am qutte well known In 
L. A. W. circles and have made several 
long distance runs from that city to Chica- 
go, Denver and other points. My present 
trip did not grow out of a wager or any~ 
thing of that sore, but there is consider- 
aible money on the result, and if @ succeed 
in making the trip under sixty days I’) 
make a pretty good thing out of it. The 
route selected was from Lincoln to New 
York through Texas and Florida. I have 
already accomplished two-thirds of the 
distance and have twenty days in which to 
reach New York. The principal southern 
towns I've passed through are Galveston, 
Baton Rouge, Pensacola, Montgomery and 


_ Atlanta, where I will rest long enough to 


get my hair cut and freshen up a bit. 

‘The trip thus far has been a delightful 
one. I have met with only two mishaps 
which amounted to but little. On the Sa- 
bine river, in Indian Territory, two tramps 
attempted to hold me up, but I was too 
quick for them. The other was a speil of 
rainy weather in southern Kansas, which 
made me lose considerable time. 

“My health has ‘een excellent thus far, 
but my weight has fallen off from 144 to 


‘183 pounds.” 


At vhe present time Mr. Culyer ts making 
an average of 100 miles a day and hopes to 
reach New York city in ten or twelve days. 


Thomas W. Wylie, an Atlanta boy who is 
now in Guanajay, Cuba, with company &, 
First infantry, has written home an in- 
teresting letter In which he graphically de- 
scribes vhe conditions now existing in Cuba 
under the new regime. The letter is ‘ated 
June 18th and was written on the day that 
the United States authorities were paying 
off the troops in the vicinity of Guanajay. 
Mr. Wylie describes the Cuban patriots in- 


‘ terestingly: 


“Al) day long the Cubans have been pass- 
ing by our camp on their way to a small 
station some miles distant to receive the 
$75 that this government has felt called 
upon to pay them for laying down their 
arms. They are a motley, picturesque 
crew, clad in rags and tatters and some, if 
the truth must be toid, having Dut even 
few rags to boast of. But they are the 
most dignified looking lot of beggars that 
you ever saw. Each carries himself with 
a solemn, aimost tragic air, and each 
Clasps to his breast his gun, which is abdso- 
lutely the only thing about the majority of 
them that indicates a warlike caliing. 
one might. easily mistake the 
aggregation for a party of Cuban hoboes 
or whatever they call that gentry in this 
benighted land. 

“These guns, by the way, are fully as in- 
teresting as the Cubans themselves. Uncle 
Sam pays $75 for each of them, but I doubt 
seriously if their intrinsic value is more 
than $2 or $3. ‘None of them are modern 
weapons and many are, strictly speaking, 
not weapons at ail and could be neither 
loaded nor fired. 

“I saw one lusty young patriot proudly 
lugging a ‘battered, worm-eaten stock that 
had attached to it about six inches of 
rusty barrel. Others had barrels that had 
no stocks. 

“When the arms of the whole army 
are turned in the United States will have 
the nucleus of one of tne most extensive 
museums ot Cuban curios that was ever 
seen. 

‘T am utterly disgusted with the rank 
and file of Cuban soldiery. The more I see 
of them the more IJ am convinced that 
patriotism cut but a sorry figure in the re- 
Dellion. Taken as a ciass they are the 
most avaricious set of rascals that <I ever 
saw and al] of them are hopelessly lazy. 
I think that hal¢ of them went into the 
war from motives of adventure and the 
Other half because of the opportunities of 
brigancege. 

“T see but a sorry future ahead of the 
Cubans—that is the lower class of them. 
Those of the Jaboring class who will work 
demand of the Americans the most exhor- 
bitant wages and are continualiy s'riking 
if they don’t get what they ask for.” 

Speaking of the affairs of the regiment, 
he comtinues: 

‘“‘We have just been issued new summer 
clothing and it would amuse you to see 
what we wear. Tan shoes,, dark linen 
breeches, light coats, blue checked shirts 
and straw hats compose the outfit, which 
makes us resemble the sanitary. depart- 
ment, Dut which is eminenfly sulted to this 
climate. 

“In spite of the rainy season the health 
of our battalion is good."’

COLLINS PARK LINE 
OBJECTS TO REPORT 


Company Claims It Was Net Treated 
Fairly by Council! Committee. 


WAS NOT GIVEN A HEARING 


| 
Says Consolidated Was Given a Fran- 


chige It Had Asked For. 


COMMITTEE DID NOT RERORT MONDAY 


Whole Matter Including Richardson 
Street Will Be Reopened—May Be 
a Lively Fight. 


The action of the electric rallway com- 
mittee of the city council last week in 
granting a franchise to the Atlanta Rail- 
way Company on Luckie street, and in al- 
lowing this same company to make con- 
nections with the lines of the Consolidated 
at Forsyth and Peachtree streets and at 
Forsyth and Whitehall streets, has stirred 
up a Hvely controversy between the Con- 
solidated and the officials of the Collins 
Park and Belt Company. 

Morris Brandon, attorney for this last 
company, claims that the committee agreed 
to grant the Consolidated a franchise on 
Luckie street when it had not applied for 
it, and in the face of the fact that the 
Collins Park Company had applied for the 
franchise some time before. It is said that 
Alderman Rice is the man*who suggested 
that the new line of the Consolidated to 
the waterworks station run on Luckie 
street instead of McAfee street, for which 
street the company originally petitioned. 

This committee also decided to hold up 
the Richardson street matter until certa'n 
residents and attorneys representing iIn- 
terests there could be heard. In view of 
the strenuous opposition to taking up the 
tracks on Richardson street. President 
Woodruff, of the Atlagta railway, had decid- 
ed not to take up his line thér} but asked 
the council for certain connections with his 
Whitehall street line, which some of the 
Richardsvun street citizens claim would de- 
prive them of their present excellent ser- 
vice. 

Several days ago, J. A. Hynds, attorney 
for the Richardson street folk, left the city 
with the understanding with Chairman 
Burns, of the electric railway committas, 
that the Richardson streét matter would 
not be considered until his return. Chair- 
man Burns kept good faith as to Rich- 
ardson street, but the committee as afore- 
said decided to grant the Atlanta railway 
authority to make‘connections at White- 
hall and Peachtree streets with Forsyth 
street. The Richardson street people claim 
they are necessarily affected by this act of 
the committee, and Morris Brandon, who 
represents property owners in that nelgn- 
borhood, claims that the committee should 
not have considered the franchise question 
at all unless he was given an opportunity 
to be heard. 

Committee Did Not Report. 

This condition of affairs resulted in some 
lively conference at the council meet- 
ing Monday afternoon. Morris Brandon 
and several citizens of Richardson street 
and vicinity held short and eager confer- 
ences with the members. of the electric 
railway committee, with the request that 
the report be held up until their side of the 
question could be heard. The result was 
that a majority of the committeemen 
agreed to do this, and the committee will 
hold a special meeting before the next 
regular meeting of the council for the pur- 
pose of re-opening the question. 

Meantime the Consolidated cannot go on 
with the work of conecting its lines with 
that of the Atlanta railway at both ends 
of Forsyth stret, and it looks as if there 
is going to be a liyely franchise fight, as 
well as one involving the rights of property 
owners before the question is finally set- 


tled. 

The officials of the Collins Park and Belt 
line claim the committee had no right to 
grant the Consolidated a franchise on 
Luckie street when they had already ap- 
plied for it, and especially when the Con- 
solidated has not asked for it through pe- 
tition to the council. 

Chairman Burns claims he was entire- 
ly ignorant of the fact that the Collins 
Belt Company had applied for franchises 
on Luckie street, and it is probable this 
fact was not known to the other members 
of the committee or they would not have 
granted the franchise to the Consolidated 
without hearing from the other side. 

The petitions of the Collins Belt Company 
for franchises on the principal streets of 
Atlanta, both Dusiness and suburban, and 
to parallel the lines of the Consolidated in 
many places, will probably bring on a very 
lively franchise war in municipal circles, 
the outcome of which cannot be told now.

INVESTIGATION WILL BE SENSATIONAL 


Commissioner Says Conn Hired a Man 
To “Fix Certain Jurors” in a Case 
Between Jones and Vena- 
ble Brothers—Charges 
Are Made. 


Charges have been preferred against City 
Detective Green Conn, and a very sensa- 
tional investigation Is to come before the 
beard of pol.ce commissioners Thursday 
night at 8 o'clock. 

The charges were made at a meeting of 
the commissioners last night after the res- 
igration of Captain Joiner had been dis- 
posed of. Commissioner Jones took the floor 
and said he had charges to prefer against 
Detective Conn which were of the gravest 
nature and demanded an immediate hear- 
ing. 

This was a thunderbolt. The board had 
just performed the disagreeable task of in- 
vestigating charges against Captain Joiner 
and that officer had been permitted to re- 


sign. 

A motion had been made to adjourn when 
Commissioner Jones sprung his sensation. 

Commissioner Jones made out the 
charges, stating that he had been rellably 
informed that Detective Conn had been 
trying to tamper with sworn jurors who 
were to hear a case between himself (Com- 
missioner Jones) and the Venable Brothers. 

In his charges, which were made out to 
Acting Chief of Police Jennings, Commis- 
sioner Jones said: 

“T wish to charge Green Conn with try- 
ing to get one J. R. Hornbuckle to see 
J. H. Kendrick, a sworn juror, for the 
purpose of influencing him to vote as @ 
juror for Venable Brothers against me. I 
wish also to charge Conn with trying to 
hire the said Hornbuckle to ascertain if 
Policeman Newton Heard was not attempt- 
ing to tamper with the jury.”’ 

Commissioner Jones produced a list of the 
jurors which had been drawn last week 
when his case with the Venable Brothers 
was up, and the names were typewritten on 
the Venable Brothers letterhead. 

“This is the list of the jurors,’’ sald Com- 
mtfssioner Jones, “‘that Green Conn gave 
Hornbuckle and whieh he wanted Horn- 
buckle to work upon.” 

Last week a suit which the Venable 
Brothers had against W. O. Jones came up 
for hearing, but before it was concluded 
there was a consent verdict and the case 
was” settled. Commissioner Jones now 
charges that City Detective Green Conn, 
while on duty and working for the city as 
an officer, was engaged in attempting to 
secure the services of a man to pack the 
jury. Patrolman Newton Heard’s name has 
been drawn into the affair as it has been 
charged that the effort to beat him off the 
foree at the last election was due to the 
fact that he was on one of the juries that 
tried the Jones-Venable case and stood for 
Jones. 

After the police board adjourned last 
night a copy wf the charges against him 
was served on Detective Green Conn. 

The trial has been set for Thursday even- 
ing at 8 o'clock. 

Detective Conn denies the charges that 
have been made against him. He says that 
the police commissioner who has preferred 
them has been imposed upon and misin- 
formed. 

‘I do not fear a full investigation,’’ said 
the detective, ‘and when all the facts come 
out I will show up a clean hand. I believe 
Mr. Jones has been imposed upon, and he 
will be ready to admit it when he knows all 
the facts. 

Commissioner Jiones says he has enough 
evidence to substantiate the charges he has 
made and that he will convict the detec- 
tive.

‘WILLIAM A. RUSSELL 


DIED LAST NIGHT 


Expired at His Residence on Peach- 
tree Street. 


DEATH WAS NOT UNEXPECTED 


Mr. Russell Had Been Ill for Some 
Time with Bright’s Disease. 


LEAVES A VERY VALUABLE ESTATE 


It Has Been Estimated That His Prop- 
erty in This City Will Aggre- 
gate About $750,000. 


William <A. Russell died last night at 
10:45 o'clock at his residence, §08 Peach- 
tree street. His death resulted from 
Bright's disease, with which he had been 
afiicted for some time, although it was 
Only about two weeks ago that he was 
compelled to discontinue attending to his 
business. 

Mr, Russell was senior partner in the to- 
bacco firm of W. A. Russell & Co., located 
at 64 Peachtree street, and was one of the 
best-known residents of Atlanta. He had 
resided here a number of years, and was 
prominently identified with almost all pub- 
lke enterprises. 

His death was not unexpected by his im- 
mediate relatives. Few of his friends, how- 
ever, except those who saw him dally, 
knew of his illness, and the announce- 
ment of his death will occasion surprise 
as well as great sorrow. 

On June 3d Mr. Russel], acting under 
the advice of his physicians, left his bus- 
inéss on account of his health. He remain- 
ed at his residence on Peachtree street, 
but despite the attention he received, his 
condition failed to improve. His health, 
however, permitted him to walk around 
the house and take some exercise until last 
Thuraflay, when he was compelled to re- 
main in bed, 

From then until his death he continued to 
grow worse. At times it was thought that 
he was somewhat improved, but these ra!- 
lying periods would last for only a short 
time. ‘Mr. Russell was attended during his 
last illness by Drs. Todd and Kendrick, 
and they announced several days ago that 
all hope of saving his life was gone. 

Everything that science could suggest. 
however, was done to prolong the life of 
the patient. Yesterday morning it was 
evident fat he could survive only a few 
hours, and during the afternoon he contin- 
ued to sink. During the early evening 
hours his death was momentarily expect- 
ed. He died peacefully, being surrounded 
by his relatives, 

Mr. Russell is survived by his two sisters, 
Mrs. S. B. Hoyt, wife of Judge Hoyt, and 
Mrs. Mary Eagan, both of whom reside 
in Atlanta; his nephews, W. R. Hoyt and 
J. J. Eagan, of Atlanta, and George Ber- 
ry, of Rome, and his niece, Mrs. Corrle 
Hoyt Brown, of Atlanta. Mr. Russell was 
never married. 

He was born in Cassville, Cass county, 
which ig now Bartow, but the date of his 
birth is unknown, as he would never tell 
his age. Ho was, however, between fifty- 
five and sixty years old when he died. He 
came to Atlanta during the early part of 
the year 1877, and purchased the wholesale 
tobacco business of Maddox & Rucker. He 
formed a partnership with R. H. Richards, 
and the wholesale tobacco firm did bus- 
iness under the name of W. A. Russell & 
Co., the present style, although Mr. Rich- 
ards has left the firm, and J. J. Eagan, th3 
nephew of Mr. Russell, is now the junio: 
partner, 

Mr. Russell leaves an estate of 
$750,000. A considerable portion of this 
wealth was made in real estate. Mr. Rus- 
sell was a firm believer in the value of At- 
lanta property, and was continually on the 
lookout for a good investment. He owned 
a number of valuable pieces of property in 
the city, among which are Whitehall street 
stores, 

The deceased was an attendant of the 
Central Presbyterian church. He did con- 
siderable charity work, although little of 
it was ever hea:d of, as he was reticent 
when he or his deeds were in discussion. 

Personally there was not a better loved, 
a more respected or more greatly admired 
man in Atlanta. The same sterling quali- 
ties which made him a successful business 
man, gained for him the admiration and 
esteem of all with whom he came in con- 
tact. Hiis death will be regretted by all 
who knew him, and will cause sorrow in 
many households. 

Funeral services will be conducted at 
the residence, 508 Peachtree street, tomor- 
row afternoon at 4 o’clock, and the inter- 
ment will occuF in Westview cemetery.

Failure To Elect a Chancellor by Reso- 
lution Places the Dean of the 
Franklin College at the Head 
of the Universtty for 
the Present. 


Athens, Ga., 20.—(Special.)—The 
Deard of trustees at its session this after- 


June 


moon turned down the co-education propo- 


sition by a large majority. The report of 


the committee that had this matter under 
consideration was full Tt 
recited the fact that many public institu- 
tlons were open to girls in Georgia, such 
as the State Normal school and the Girls’ 
It 
the fact that the University of Georgia is 
to be opened during the summer each year 
to both sexes, and that to inaugurate co- 


‘@ducation at the university would entail a 
large and unnecessary expense. The board 
does not deem it wise at this juncture to 
agitate this question. 

Professor J. B. Lawrence, tutor in an- 
cient languages, and Professor Phillips, 
tutor in history and assistant librarian, 
were retained. The tutorship in English, 
now held by Professor Stephenson, will 
not be settled until tomorrow, when the 
entire English department will be passed 
upon. At its morning session the board 
decided to carry over until tomorrow the 
disposition of the resolution to declare the 
chair of rhetoric and English literature va- 
cant. The session tomorrow will wind up 
the present meeting of the board and some 
eort of action will be taken on this ques- 
tion. It is generally conceded that there 
will be some sort of change in the English 
department, though just what kind !s a 
matter of conjecture. 

The failure to elect a chancellor at this 
session of the board of trustees leaves the 
4nstitution without a chancellor for at 
least a few weeks, as Chancellor Boggs’s 
resignation, made last June, takes effect 
tomorrow. 

The trustees this morning passed a res- 
olution authorizing and directing the dean 
of Franklin college to take the place of 
the chancellor. The dean of Franklin col- 
lege is Professor David C. Raum and he 
will be at the head of the university until 
a new chancellor is chosen. 

Dr. Felton’s Resolution. 

The question of requiring the students to 
take agriculture in order to get the degree 
of A.B. has been settled by the following 
resolutions, reported back to the board of 
trustees this morning. The resolutions 
were: 

“Your committee. to which was referred 
the resolutions of Hon. W. H. Felton and 
Hon. A. T. McIntyre concerning the teach- 
*ing of agriculture in the university, pre- 
sents the following statement of facts and 
appended recommendations. embodying in 
the main the suggestions contained in said 
resolutions, and recommends the adoption 
of this report as a substitute therefor. 

“1. After careful investigation vour com- 
mittee is convinced that the character ofl 
education and the courses of instruction 
now provided in the State College of Agri- 
culture and Mechanic Arts are such as meet 
the requirements of the acts of congress 
and of this state establishing said college, 
and genuinely carry out the spirit and in- 
tent of said acts. This conviction is based 
not alone upon the judgment of the officers 
of this college, but as well upon the strict 
and manifest agreement of the education- 
al work of the college with the declura- 
tions concerning the purposes of such col- 
leges adopted unanmiously by the National 
Association of American Agricultural col- 
leges. at the annual meeting. in Washing- 
ton, D. C., November 15-17, 1898 as published 
in bulletin 65 of the United States denart- 
ment of agriculture (page 74) to-wit: ‘That 
the land grant colleges. whether organized 
separately or as branches of state universi- 
ties, are primarily educatioral institutions 
required by law to teach cgrtain branches 
of learning.

“That this reqirement involves a thorough 
foundamental training in the principles of 
the mathematical, physical and natural 
sciences, in order that their practical appli- 
cations may he cleariy utiderstc pe

Way be regarded as ‘trade schools.’ 

“That the land-grant colleges are rec uired 

Dy law to provide a liberal a sine “ eh

tical education, and that it is therefore 
their special duty to study, practice and de- 
velop sound principles of instructions in 
the teaching of all branches of learning ta 
the end that the subjects taught may be

“2 On recommendation of the faculty of 
the university, the board of trustees has 
adopted a curriculum of studies for the 
Slate college whereby only one baccalau- 
reate degree (bachelor of science) is offered 
in that college, and in such curriculum the 
courses of study in the school of agriculture 
stood upon the same footing, both as to 
reqired time of and in the matter of op- 
tions, as the courses in other schools uf the

gtate college, are required in the freshman 
year to take instruction in the school of ag- 
riculture, to-wit: In the subject of botany, 
which is taught by the professor of agricul- 
ture, and in such manner as especially to 
exhibit its application to the industry of 
agriculture. 

“Your committee is of the opinion that in 
the offering of courses of instruction in the 
university, provision is made to encourage 
and require students to secure the instruc- 
tion approved in the of technical 
agriculture and to maintain that school 
upon a scholastic plane equal in dignity, 
usefulness and acceptability to that of any 
school in the university. 

“Nevertheless, having regard for the vast 
importance of the ‘ndustry of agriculture in 
this commonwealth, and to the confident 
belief that profitable and acceptable em- 
ployment therein may be had by young 
men who have received the intellectual and 
technical culture of the university, your 
committee is moved to recommend that ev- 
ery effort be made to bring all students of 
the university, in some measure, in touch 
with the work of the schools giving in- 
struction in practical subjects directly re- 
lated to agriculture. 

“We recommend, therefore: 

“1. That the- faculty be advised to indi- 
cate prominently in the publications of the 
university the relation of the work of the 
school of agriculture to the general work 
of the university. ‘ 

“2. That immediate publication be made, 
with clear explanation of the curriculum 
adopted for the degrees of bachelor of aris 
and bachelor of science. 

“3. That the faculty be authorized and 
advised to require the attendance of all 
of the university, preferably in the senior 
year, upon the lectures in agricultural 
chemistry,:and upon such other course or 
courses of lectures upon subjects related to 
agriculture as may serve to stimulate intel- 
lectual interest in the pursit to convey tech- 
nical knowledge in its various branches, 
or otherwise set forth in appropriate man- 
ner, the importance, the dignity and the 
character of the pursuit of agriculture as 
an intellectual avocation.”’ 

The committee reporting the above reso- 
lutions consisted of ex-Governor Atkinson, 
Colonel Persons and Mr, Meldrim. 


HAMMOND ADDRESSES ALUMNI. 
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Atlantian Spoke in Entertaining and 


Fluent Manner. 

Athens, ja., June 20.—(Special.)—The 
alumnj address of the commencement ex- 
ercises at the university was delivered here 
this morning in the chapel by Judge W. 
R. Hammond, of Atlanta. It was one of 
the most eloquent and deeply interesting 
addresses ever listened to by a commence- 
ment audience at the chapel. Judge Ham- 
mond was introduced to the large and cul- 
tured audience by Chancellor Boggs. and 
Was given the closest attention throughout 
his address. 

He spoke in part as follows: 

“Thirty years ago, I stood upon this plat- 
form, at the close of my college career, and 
bade goodby with a saddened heart to a 
large and cultured audience, assembled here 
to lend thelr sympathetic attention to an 
occasion important to those who were 
then met together for the last time. There 
were forty-six members of the class of 
1869, and in looking back, after the lapse 
of this long period of time, I can recall 
the eager, expectant faces of those young 
men, as each came forward to make nis 
bow and receive his diploma, and turn 
away from these venerable halls to muark 
out his own pathway through life: and I 
can realize now better than I could then 
the pathos of that scene. 

‘“‘Little did each one know what life held 
in store for him. Many have fallen by the 
way, and the rest are struggling onward, 
each bearing his burden of serious respon- 
sibility and feeling that it is not long be- 
fore the evening shadows of his life will 
begin to lengthen. Some of them are here 
today, and many of those of other classes, 
with whom we claim a strong band of fel- 
lowship as sons of the same alma mater. 
I rejoice in the opportunity of extending,

Governor Candler’s Address. 


Governor Allen D. Candler, in replying to 


the toast proposed, said: 

“Mr. ‘Toastmaster—The sentiment to 
which you invite me to respond awakens 
vivid recollections of my personal expe- 
riences during the last eight months, ‘The 
Executive Office, I'ts Cares and Its Oppor- 
tunities.’ Within the last eight months I 
have sounded the depths of both. Of its 
cares, perhaps no governor of Georgia has 
ever, in so brief a time, had a greate’ 
share. Att all times, to the conscientious 
man, who loves his state and his people, 
and earnestly desires to promote the glo- 
ry of the one and the welfare of the other, 
the cares of the executive office are great, 
but when times are hand and want stalks 
jn the streets of our cities, and taxes are 
high. and the wages of the laborer low, an1 
the prices of the products of labor are 
down to a minimum, and when there is 
widespread discontent among the people, 
and especjally when crime rears its horrid 
head in the land, then it is that the con- 
scientious executive feels and fully real- 
izes the responsibilities of his office. 

‘‘He must be wise and just and fearless. 
He must protect the unsuspecting weak 
against the unserupulous strong—helpless 
innocence and purity against the brutal 
lust of the conscienceless ravisher—the 
t\ling millions against the rapacity of 
cuQ{porate gieed. He must learn how to 
administer equal and exact justice to all, 
young and old, rich and poor, white and 
black, corporation and individual. He must 
see to it that the hand of the tax gatherer 
fall not too heavily on an already over- 
taxed people, and at the same time he 
must take care that the asylums for the 
unfortunate and the schools for the chil- 
dren and youth of the state be not, through 
parsimony, starved to death. He must 
have equal care for those who pay the 
taxes and those who get the benefit of 
them. He must steer the ship of state be- 
tween the Scylia of parsimony and _ the 
Charybdis of extravagance—avouwd both the 
whirlpool and the breakers. These are at 
all times duties which the honest execu- 
tive cannot evade, and they are at all 
times difficult of performance; but in this 
age of trusts ang combines entered into by 
selfish and unscrupulous men in restraint 
of trade, there are doubly difficult and in- 
finitely more important. 

‘The maxim that ‘competition {is the 
life of trade,’ is as trite as that ‘self-pres- 
ervation is the first law of nature,’ and it 
is no more trite than true, That all men 
may have an equal snowing in the battle 
of life the large aggregations of capital 
now so common forthe purpose of restrict- 
ing production and advancing the prices of 
the necessaries of life, must be destroyed. 
No trust must be allowed to live. The 
law says the murderer must die for the 
good of the community—and whatever 
common sense says ought to be law, must 
be enacted into law. It is the duty of the 
executive to advise it,and of the legislature 
to write it tn the statute book, in order 
that the young men of the rising genera- 
tion may have a chance to become some- 
thing else than hewers of wood and draw- 
ers of water for soulless corporations and 
trusts, which are monopolizing every bus-

ful personal effort and forcing the young 
men of the country to eit®er do nothing or 
work for them at wages scarcely sufficient 
to keep soul and body together. Such a 
system destroys indjviduality, destroys in- 
dividual enterprise, paralyzes energy, re- 
duces the wages of the toiler to the mint- 
mum, advances the prices of the necessa- 
Ties of life to the maximum, and makes 
slaves of the flower of our young manhood. 
This must not be, and to prevent it the 
trusts must go, and it is and should be 
One of the cares of the executive to see to 
it that this sentence of public opinion is 
carried into execution. This duty is as im- 
perative on him as tthe duty to see to it 
that the robber or the rapist or the assas- 
sin pays the penalty of his crime.

He may enhance the glory of 
his state or tarnish its escutcheon, as he 
is wise and patriotic, or unwise and unpa- 
triotic and selfish. If he place the public 
go00d above his own personal interest, he 
will serve his state anqg his people well and 
profitably, but if he a@€minister his high 
Office with a view tu the promotion of his 
own pecuniary gain or political aggrand‘ze- 
ment, he is unworthy of his trust, and de- 
serves to go down to his grave ‘upwept, 
unhonored and unsung.’ A few mén in our 
day have gone into office poor and come 
out mch, but I believe none of them were 
Kovernors, certainly not governors of 
Georgia. All them were senators 
or congressmen, and even they lost 
their influence and were looked upon with 
an eye of suspicion until death closed their 
earthly career. The man whose life is hon- 
estly devoted to the public service, and 
whose official career is marked by a devo- 
tion to the best interests of the people, 
has no time in which to get rich. Those 
public men who have left their own im- 
press for good on the times in which they 
have lived, have aiways died poor. Two 
notable examples of this within the circle 
of my own personal acquaintance were 
the late Samuel J. Randall, of Pennsylvan- 
la, and Richard 2s. Bland, of Missouri, 
whose earthly career was closed within 
the last week. Each served his people 
honestly and conscientiously for more than 
a quarter of a century, and each died 
poorer than when he entered the public 
service. So apparent has it become that 
the honest public servant cannot accumu- 
late wealth, and that the man who does 
grow rich in tne public service is not 
Strictly honest, that the pioudest epitaph 
that can be placed upon the tombstone of 
a dead official is the simple inscription, 
‘He died poor.’ 

“The executive office, Mr. Chairman, in 
State or nation, has not only its cares and 
its opportunities, but its impossibilities, 
also. More is required of the governor of 
a state than it is possible for him to per- 
form. There is a maxim in physics that 
‘no two bodies can occupy the same space 
at the same time.’ It is equally true that 
no governor can appoint two friends to 
the’ same office at the same time, and yet 
he often finds himself in a position where 
he would be much relieved if it were possi- 
ble for him to perform this impossibility. 
Again, he often finds it impossible, no mat- 
ter how earnest his effort, or how honest 
his purpose, to secure the approval of some 
of his constituency, especially those who 
during his candidacy opposed him most 
actively and maliciously and unrelentingly. 
They could see no good in him before his 
election, and they can see none in him af- 
ter it. 

“So, taking it all in all, the executive of- 
fice, while an exalted position, worthy of 
the ambition of any citizen, is wot, with 
all of its carés and opportunities and exac- 
tions and impossifbilities, a bed of roses, 


“ "For he who wins ambition’s fight 
Can never be at ease. 

He gains, ‘tis true, a worldly height 
But has a world to please. 


“*We value things as they appear, 
Nor count the cost and pain 

Which line the road to that bright sphere 
. The envied ones attain. 


‘Fame is no royal heritage, 
Its crowns are free to all 

But who its dizziest heights would gauge 
Must risk the dizziest fall.’ 


“And yet, Mr. Chairman, I trust and be- 
lieve that in the future, as in the past, not- 
withstanding all of these cares and respon- 
sibilities and impossibilities—notwithstand- 
ing the pitfalls that line the slippery path 
that leads to the ‘dizzy height’—the time 
will never come when either Georgia or 
any other state in ‘the land of the free 
and the home of the brave,’ will have to 
draft a governor. Some patriotic son will 
in every emergency rise equal to the oc- 
casion, and at whatever sacrifice, be will- 
ing to take the executive chair with all of 
its cates and responsibilities and {mpossi- 
bilities. Your true Georgian never declines 
an office, and when once in, he ‘seldom 
dies and never resigns.” 

Bower on “Georgia Colonels.”

“Some are colonels by the grace of guber- 
natorial preferment; some by the blandish- 
ment of the humble African; some by the 
gratitude of an admiring constituency.

WORMS BEGINNING EARLIER THIS YEAR 


State Entomologist Scott Has Been 
Preparing a Statement for Cotton 
Growers—What Remedies 
He Suggests for the 
Boll Worm. 


%t is feared from the indications that 
have reached the department of agriculture 
at the capito] that the cotton crop in south 
Georgia is in danger of being partly ruined 
and greatly cut down, owing to the ravages 
of the cotton boll worm. Wot a day has 
passed since the first of last week that 
urgent communications, sometimes accom- 
panied by a box of the dreaded worms, 
have not been received by the state ento- 
mologist and that official has Seen busy 
studying the best methods known 7-+o 
science of getting rid of the Dol] worm by 
wholesale. 

In many instances in the great cotton 
growing belt between Macon and Dawson 
the farmers have every method 
known to them of stopping the vicious ai- 
tacks of the boll worm on the cotton, but 
she majority of them report that they are at

a loss to understand how ‘o proceed. It is 
stated that never Dbefoie in recent years 
has the boll worm been found at work on 
the cotton so early and that it is usually 
July ist before any complain: is made of 
them. Cotton growers have rwritten the 
depar'ment of agriculture that whole fields 
of cotton in their meighborhood have been 
stripped in great part of the leaves and 
form and that their capacity to multiply is 
such that little or no progress can be made 


against them. 

“The poorer farmers have raised objection 
to the use of paris green sprayed wi'h 
Water on their cotton for the reason that 
the poison costs 20 cents a pound and 
when large quantities are used and cotton 
fs selling a: 4 cents there ‘s very small 
chance for profit. 

State Entomologist Scott in speaking of 
the methods he would advise the farmers 
to employ said: 

“Careful experiment with the use of 
afsenica] poisons against the coiton cater- 
piftar, made some years ago in the south, 
showed that the boll worm could also ‘be 
freaily reduced by the same remedy. In 
Case af emergency when the cotton crop is 
threatened ‘by the oll worm the arsenic 
treatment is recommended. It should be 
understood, however that by no means will 
ali the worms be destroyed. Yet if they 
are present in sufficient numbers to destroy 
the crop it will undoubtedly pay to use the 
Temedy. Only a few worms can do im- 
mense damage since one may destroy ten 
to eighteen boils. Not only do they Dore 
into and destroy the ‘bolis, but they pierce 
the buds and cat out the stamens and 
Pistil. Buds thus affected may bloom, but 
No fruit will be formed. Paris green is 
about the best arsenical poison to be used 
and this may be applied in a very simple 
Manner. The following outfit, which con- 
sists of two sacks attached to ‘the ends of 
& pole carried over the back of a mule, is 
about the same as was used in distributing 
Paris green in the treatment of the cotton 
Caterpillar. 

‘Make two sacks of eight-ounce osna- 
burg, each ten inches long and four inches 
Wide, open on one side and closed at the 
tends. Take a strong strip of wood 114x2 
Inches and five feet long, ore a one-inch 
hole five inches from each end and attach 
@eatk to each end of the pole by tack:ng 
the open edges to the sides of the pole. 

ll the sacks with Paris green by the 
tse of a funnel :hrough the holes in the 
ends of the pole. The poison is then distrib- 
Uted by carrying this outfit on the ‘ack of 
& mule and riding ‘between the rows. Slight 
jarring wil! shake out the poison and two 
ows can be dusted at a time. A short 
Stick can be used for the jarring. One man 
€an treat about fifteen acres a day.”

While at the asylum tho 
main part of this work was accomplished, 
and but little more evidence will be heard 
by the commitittee. Shairman Copeland 
Stated yesterday that the committee ex- 
pected to complete its labors within the 
next four or five days, and that the report 
now being drafted would not be given to 
the public until it had reached the hands 
of the legislature.

DOCKET TOMORROW 


Jadge Candler To Complete Criminal 
Business for Term. 


COURT WILL BE CLOSED TODAY 


Disposition of Cases Has Been a Time 
Record Breaker. 


SHINN AND MEHAFFEY TRIAL TOMORROW 


Judge Candler Has Done in Twenty- 
Nine Days What Formerly Took 
as Many Weeks, 


Judge John 8. Camiler will finish the en- 
tire criminal business of the spring term 
in the superior court tomorrow. Only two 
cases are ito be tried on that day, and it is 
probable that they will both be decided 
before the adjournment of the court in the 
afternoon. 

The present term has been a _ record 
breaker, for the fact that the entire crim- 
inal business will be campjeteq in twenty- 
nine days. This work has heretofore con- 
sumed about twenty-eight weeks. When 
the Jast case has been decided tomorrow, 
there will have been just 116 cases tried 
before Judge Candler in the eriminal 
branch of the superior court for the spring 


term. 

Of these, seventeen were misdemeanor 
cases. Exactly ninety-nine true bills for 
felonies will have een returned, and these, 
together with the 150 cases tried during the 
fall term, will make 229 cases that have 
been tried during the two terms. 

For the fall term of 1895 there were 190 
cases tried, and during the spring term of 
1896 there were 130 cases tried, makin a to- 
tal of 320 cases tried during the two terms. 
The entire time consumed in the trial of 
these cases was twenty-elght weeks. 

Between the terms of 1895-96 and 1898-99, 
there js a difference of exactly ninety-nine 
cases in favor of the terms of three years 
ago, but what ft then took twenty-eight 
weeks to accompliSh, has been done in 
about twenty-nine days. 

Judge Candler has cleared the criminal 
docket in a remarkably short time, and 
Monday, when criminal cases were called, 
twenty-three of them were disposed of be- 
fore the court adjourned for the day. 

A number of cases were disposed of yes- 
terday and the tria« of R. O. Shinn and ex- 
Detective W. S, Mehaffy, on the charge 
of subornation of perjury, is scheduled for 
Thursday. It was thought that the case 
would be tried today, but owing to the fact 
that the attorneys on both sides were not 
ready, it was set for the first thing tomor- 
row morning. 

Cases Disposed of Yesterday. 

W. B. Smith, charged with assault with 
intent to murder, was placed on trial yes- 
terday, but after remaining out a short 
time the jury rendered a verdict of guilty 
of shooting at another. The young man 
was fined $75 by Judge Candler. The fine 
was pald. 

Smith was charged with having shot at 
a negro off Madison avenue one Sunday 
afte.noon several weeks ago, and the day 
after the occurence he was tried before 
Judge Broyles in the recorder’s court. A 
number of witnesses were introduced at 
the trial yesterday, but the case was dils- 
posed of without any loss of time. 

Fiugh Pratt, chargeé with assault with 
intent to murder, was also found guilty of 
shooting at another, and receivea a sen- 
tence of twelve months. In the case ot D. 
lL. Pittman, cha:géd with assault with ‘n- 
tent to murder, the jury returned a ver- 
dict of not guilty. 

S. RK. Haruy pieaded guilty to the charge 
of forgery, and was sent up for twelve 
months, while the jury, in the case of Son 
Jones, charged with assault with intent to 
murder, returned a verdict of not gulity.

OF MOCK MARRIAGE 


Frankie Brown’s Mother Causes Arrest 
of F, Kdward Reynelds. 
AFFAIR OCCURRED IN GRIFFIN 


Reynolds and Frankie Brown Both Re- 
side in Atlanta. 


PRISONER DENIES THE SHAM WEDDING 


Girl Writes Loving Note to Reynolds 
After His Arrest—Says She Will 
Stand by Him. 


Yesterday morning at 10 o’clock T. Ed- 
ward Reynolds, a young white man, was

He was 
about eighteen years of age and she was 
not over seventeen, 

In some way the fact that they had not 
been legally married became known, and 
the girl's brother began to take steps to 
have Reynolds arrested. Reynolds heard of 
it in time to leave and is said to have 
been hiding ever since. 

The girl came to Atlanta several weeks 
ago and is now residing here at a house of 
questionable character. Reynolds heard 
where she was and came from Birming- 
ham a few days ago. 

Mrs. Brown visited Atlanta last week and 
held a pathetic interview with her daughter. 

The matter was reported to the police 
and Mrs. Brown stated that her daughter’s 
life had been wrecked by the trick piayed 
on her by Reynolds. 

Reynolds was seen by a reporter of The 
Constitution yesterday afternoon. He de- 
nied having fooled Frankie Brown with any 
sham marriage. He claimed that the girl 
was a party to the false story about the 
wedding. 

Frankie Brown wrote the prisoner a letter 
yesterday after his arrest, vowing that she 
still loved him and would stand by him. 

Reynolds belongs to a very respectable 
family. Mrs. Brown has said she would 
forgive and forget and withdraw the war- 
rant if Reynolds married her daughter at 
once. Frankie seems willing for the mar- 
riage, but Reynolds wants a little time to 
think over the matter.

Efforts to Tiquidate long accounts made the 
cotton market more active and resulted in 
a decline at the weakest interval of 5 to 
6 points compared with yesterday's closing 
figures. The immediate pressure wag the 
Yrilliant crop prospects, reported too gen- 
erally to be disregarded even by the most 
etalwart bulls. The market opened ateady 
with prices unchanged to 1 point lower, 
but immediately developed pronounced 
weakness under a pressure of long cotton, 
the selling movement being accelerated ov 
unsatisfactory cable accounts—notably of 
moderating sales of epot cotton at Liver- 
pool, which meant more to the traders here 
than the 1@2 net decline in futures in the 
Iinglish market. There was some buying 
on the belief that manufacturers abroad, 
as well as at home, will be obliged to take 
large quantities of cotton to fill orders they 
have accepted for cotton goods. Liverpool 
representatives bought January and March 
eentracts on weak intervals, while the 
south and local banking element here sold 
the nearer positions. A feature of the trad- 
ing was also the August buving by a Greek 
house. The volume of business today was 
much larger than for some t*ne past. The 
market closed steady 3 to 7 points net lower.

“Reports from nearly al! sections of the 
cotton belt indicate a general improvement 
In the condition of the cotton crop, the least 
favorable coming from eastern Texas, Ar- 
kansas and Oklahoma, where the crop is 
grassy, and Georgia, where caterpillars are 
causing injury. In the central portion of 
the cotton belt, where the stands have been 
unsatisfactory, seed long since planted has 
germinated and ts coming up to improved 
stands. 

“Worms in the Carolinas and grasshop- 
pers in the Kentucky and Tennessee are 
causing injury to the tobacco crop and the 
acreage in the last named state has been 
reduced from this cause and dry weather.

ISTBEL STOCKS WEAK 


Bears Made Drive Against Whele Market 
in Consequence, 


THEIR EFFORTS WERE FUTILE 


They Took Their Profits on the De- 
cline and Bought Stocks at the 
Low Level.

New York, June %.—Today's advance in 
prices of stocks, after an early weakness, 
was no more conclusive of a settled condi- 
tion of the speculative situation and of the 
future course of the stock market than was 
yesterday’s decline. There was a brief and 
spadsmodic period of liquidation in Federal 
Steel and American Steel Wire in the open- 
ing dealings and the professional bear par- 
ty took advantage of this to make a drive 
against the whole market.

‘There was come 
organized buying of the Flower group of 
specialties, not only in support of Federal 
Steel, but for the long account in Brook- 
lvn Transit, People’s Gas and other spec- 
ialties, The action of the wheat market 
prompted some buying of the grangers also.

Report of Forecaster Marbury Not Ea- 
couraging. 


RECENT DROUGHT HURT CROPS 


Only Cotton, Cane and Rice Are Re- 
ported as Doing Well.

MANY GARDENS CANNOT BE REVIVED 


Weekly Crop Bulletin Is Very Interest- 
ing and Shows a Variety of Con- 
ditions Existing. 


The weekly crop bulletin issued from the 
weather bureau by Forecaster Marbury 
does not show the’crops of Georgia to be 
in good condition. In all sections cotton, 
cane and rice are doing well. Cotton in 
some sections is being injured by caterpil- 
lars. Corn, oats, wheat, melons ang pas- 
tures are reported as below the usual stand- 
ard, and while gardens are fairly good in 
the northern counties in the majority of the 
sections they are too far gone to be re- 
v.ved., . 

The bulletin follows: 

Atlanta, Ga., June 20, 1899—During the 
past week the weather has been rather 
variable, hot and dry during the first few 
days and unseasonably cool for a day or 
two latter part of week. The reports as 
to the crop conditions vary considerably; 
in some section drought has been broken and 
everything is looking well, while in por- 
tions of the southern and middle sections 
of the state crops are still suffering for 
moisture, More rains seems to have fal- 
len in the northern than either of the other 
two sections. Cotton is generally good 
though a little late in some counties, it is 
injured by caterpillars in localities. Corn 
is suffering from drought in a good many 
counties, Early corn is silking and much 
of it has been laid by. Cane and rice are 
doing very well as arule. Pastures in the 
nerthern division of the state are much im- 
proved since recent rains but elsewhere 
they are poor and stock is thin. Oats are 
very poor. Melons are being shipped but 
are smaller than usual on account of so 
much dry weather at critical periods. 
Gardens are fairly good in the northern 
counties, but many in other sections are 
too far gone to be revived. The berry 
crop is short an inferlor. 

Northern Division. 


Bartow—All crops in fine growing con- 
dition: everything much improved by re- 
cent rains. 

Cherokee—Crops are growing well but be- 
coming grassy; wheat about all harvested; 
oats not worth cutting. 

Dawson—Lands are well cultivated and 
crops have made rapid progress since re- 
cent rains; wheat harvested; pease being 
sown; pastures improving; potatoes doing 
well. 

Klbert—Good rains over most of the coun- 
ty have improved all crops; cotton grow- 
ing nicely; a large crop of peas being sown. 

Fannin—Fine rains on lith and 12th re- 
vived vegetation and gave new life to all 
crops; corn now being worked the second 
time. 

Floyd—Weather very warm first of week; 
good rains on 12th and 13th; crops growing 
rapidly; pea sowing in progress. 

ranklin—The week has been favorable to 
all crops; wheat harvest over; cotton, corn, 
and gardens improving. 

Gilmer—Plenty of rain’ during week and 
everything much improved; sweet potatoes 
doing well, a large crop planted. 

Gwinnett—Rain on lith did much good 
to all field crops; wheat harvest about ocer. 

Habersham—Crops now tn fine condition; 
wheat, rye, and oats very poor; good rains 
on night of 11th. 

Hall—Grasshoppers injuring cotton: 
worms damaging corn; wheat being thresh- 
ed: oats very poor. 

Jackson—Wheat thrashing nearly over; 
yield fair; sp¥ing oats a failure; corn and 
cotton doing well. 

Lincoln—Cotton doing well and other 
crops improving; a good’ many peas sown, 
but are not germinating. 

Lumpkin—Corn and all other crops much 
improved by recent rains, 

Oglethorpe—Good rains on several days; 
crops of every Kind greatly improved; 
wheat being threshed and turning out falriy 
well, 

Wilkes—Wheat turning out fairly well; 
some showers but many sections still need- 
ing rain. 


Middle Division. 


Baldwin—Grain saved in first-class con- 
dition; wheat yield only fagr; cotton doing 
fairly well; still dry in some sections, 

Bulloch—Have had general rains which 
have done a great deal of good; crops are 
clean but rather small for season. 

Burke—Drought broken by fine rains and 
all crops improved; cotton is good; corn 
small but of good color; gardens poor. 

Carroll—Showers during week have done 
much good; wheat being threshed; less 
straw but more grain than last year.

Montgomery—Growth of early corn stunt- 
ed drought; late crops suffering for moist- 
ure; crops generally well worked and free 
from foreign vegetation. 

Putnam—Corn and cotton at a standstiil; 
scme scattered showers, but no general 
rains; but worms are damaging corn in a 
number of fields. 

Richmond—Good rains have greatly re- 
vived crops. 

Spaldink—Very warm until last of week 
when temperature fell considerably; rains 
early in the week did a great deal of good;
